REPORT OF INVESTIGATING 
COMMITTEE. 


Board of Police and Fire Com- 
missioners, 
Gentlemen :-—~ 


In Re, Clatm of Winfield S, Sly. 
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This matter was taken up with 
our City Attorney, J. E. Converse, 
with the full Committee and the 
Chief of the Fire Department pres- 
eset; also the two Firemen who 
ware witnesses to the accident. 

The matter was thoroughly gone 
over with the City Attorney, who 
took it under advisement, and in- 
cluded in this report we have the 
data, as given us by our City At- 
torney, as follows.

Gentlemen: 

In re, Claim of Winfield S. Sly. 

As requested I am writing you 
the results of my investigation as 
to the liability of the city for the 
alleged injury to Mr. Sly which 
occurred during the past fall. 

Section 58 of the City Charter, in 
part, provides as follows: 

“And all claims for damages in 
consequence pf defective streets, 
sidewalks or crosswalks shall be 
Presented to the Council within 
sixty days after such injury occurs 
and not after” ete. 

The only question here involved 
is: Was the projection of the 
ladder over the crosswalk a defect 
in the crosswalk? Authorities are 
not uniform in their decisions cov- 
ering this question but authorities 
are numerous and in my opinion 
controlling that conditions such as 
existed at the time Mr. Sly was 
injured create a defective street 
within the meaning of the charter 
provision. 

This being true Mr. Sly has lost 
any right of action he may have 
had because of his failure to file 
his claim in a proper way and 
within the time limit. 

Another question involved  pre- 
sents the question of the con- 
tributary negligence of Mr. Sly. 
I am convinced that the entire 
situation presents such a_ state 
of facts that the court would as a 
matter of law hold him guilty of 
Such contributary negligence as 
would bar his right to recover. 

My conclusion is that Mr. Sly 
has no right of action against the 
City for which it would be liable 
in damages.
